Tho armies of Chinnare said to number all told 
bot weenS00,000 andi? 00,000 men; but of these gol- 
diors axe entirely ineffoctive except for suppress. 
ing risings of unarmed people, ‘The provincial 
organisations (comprising tho Manchu “ Army 
of the Eight Bannors,” the Chin-ao “ Army of 
tha Green Standard,” the Mangolian horsemen, 
the guard of tho Muudarins, and ot‘ers) ara 
not to bo taken into. account for any seridns 

campaign, They_orotittie mora than armed :ng 
compared with unarmed mon, and the weapons 
are in most eases obsolete and illkept.
